BULLETIN  OF  THE  MONTH 
"The  Balance  Sheet  of  Agriculture."    Miscellaneous  Publication  583. 

The  purpose  of  the  balance  sheet  is  to  contribute  to  an  understanding 
of  the  financial  condition  of  agriculture  viewed  not  in  its  separate 
parts  but  as  a  single  industry.  A  broad  survey  and  analysis  of  the 
balance  sheet  as  a  whole  and  of  the  income  situation  are  followed 
by  a  brief  discussion  of  each  principal  element.  Finally  consideration 
is  given  to  the  significance  of  the  balance  sheet  to  the  reconversion  and 
postwar  period.

Growers  in  Georgia,  South 
Carolina,  and  North  Carolina  who  do  not  use  blue  mold  control  treatment  often  lose 
half  to  nearly  all  their  plants.  Control  methods  recommended  in  this  pamphlet  would 
do  much  to  cut  down  this  loss.
